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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Addink 
(US 6042477). 

Addink discloses a data/position sharing system, device and method, comprising 
first and second devices, wherein the first device comprising current position or attitude 
information generating means; predicted future position or attitude information 
generating means; and information transmission means for sequentially generating 
current and predicted future position or attitude information for a position or attitude 
shared object in virtual space. The second device comprising information receiving 
means for receiving the current position or attitude information and the predicted future 
information transmitted from the first device and estimated current position or attitude 
information generating means for sequentially generating estimated current position or 
attitude information for the position shared object in the virtual space based on the 
received current position or attitude information and predicted future position or attitude 
information. The current position represents time and position of the position shared 
object in the virtual space at that time. The predicted future position information also 
represents a future time at which the position shared object is at the predicted position 
in the virtual space (4:37-65; Fig. 2, 3; Claims 5, 12, 17). 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 5/5/2008 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Applicant argues that the art of record, Addink, does not disclose the 
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feature of "predicted future position information" and "within a claimed second device, 
there is no estimated current position information generating means." The Office 
disagrees. Addink discloses an aerial combat flight simulation in which each personal 
computer has running thereon game code with which a player can control an airplane 
operating in a virtual space. The airplane on one computer represents a target on other 
computer system. The game code running on each PC transmits target information 
packets periodically. The packets identify the sending airplane and provide at least 
position and motion information about the airplane at the time the packet is sent. The 
game code on each computer processes the packets received from other computers 
and uses the position and motion information to locate the targets in and move them 
through the virtual space. Each computer sends packets at fairly predictable rates. In 
the Internet environment, using the arrival time of the packet as a basis to apply 
[current] position and motion information to a target is not acceptable in games in which 
targets move through the virtual space at high speeds. Hence, predicted future position 
information by a millisecond is used to increase accuracy by subtracting or offsetting 
packet of position information (4:37-6:8; Fig. 2, 3; Claims 5, 12, 17).
